Mr. Colgan was so disturbed by the

payment of taxes, that nobody 
had 


asked for such an extension and that 


no bill had provided for it.

has been recognized as one of the most j 
pernicious in the city It was responsi- 
ble for the downfall on many workmen 
and their wives and even children. The 
poorer classes obtained 
their 
grog 


from the grocers at the same time they 
bought groceries with the result that 
many times the purchase consisted ot 
all grog and no staples. 


Out of the 3040 licenses issued more 


than sixty per cent were held by the 
corner grocers. Under the new regime 
of high license Mayor Schmltz state? 
that the corner grog shop will practi- 
cally be an Impossibility. 


WHAT MAYOR SAYS. 


On speaking 
of the matter 
this 


morning Mayor Schmltz said: 


"I will not sign any ordinance which 


permits corner grocers to conduct a 
saloon In ronjunction with their other 
business. 
In the past these attach- 


ments to grocery stores has caused 
much harm. In the new San Francisco 
there will be no room for them. With 
the Increased tax on saloons the rev- 
enue derived from the corner grocer- 
ies will not be missed by the city."

WASHINGTON, June 4.—The fol- 


lowing is the message of President 
Roosevelt concerning conditions in the 
Chicago stock>ards: 


"To the senate and house of repre- 


sentatives: 
I transmit herewith the 


report of James 
Bronson 
Reynolds 


and Commissioner Charles r. 
Nelll, 


the special committee -whom I ap- 
pointed to investigate into the condi- 
tions In the stockyards of Chicago, and 
report thereon to me. This report Is 
of a preliminary nature. I submit It 
to you now because 
it 
shows the 


urgent need of immediate action by 
the congress In the direction of pro- 
viding a drastic and thorough-going 
Inspection by the federal government 
of all stockyards and packing houses, 
and ot their products, so far as the 
latter enter into Interstate or foreign 
commerce. 
The conditions shown by 


e\ en this short inspection to exist in 
the Chicago stockyards are revolting 
It Is imperatively necessary In the in- 
terest of decency that they should be 
radically changed. 
Under the exist- 


ing law It is wholly Impossible to se- 
cure satlsfactic' results. 


AN INVESTIGATION. 


"When my attention was first di- 


rected to this master an Investigation 
w us made under the bureau of animal 
Industry of the department of agri- 
culture. When the preliminary state- 
ments 
of this 
investigation 
were 


brought to my attention they showed 
such defects in the law 
and 
such 


wholly unexpected conditions that 
I 


deemed It best to have a further and 
Immediate Investigation by men 
not 


connected with the bureau, and ac- 
cordingly appointed Messrs. Reynolds 
and Nelll. 
It was Impossible under 


the existing 
law 
that 
satisfactory 


work should be done by the bureau of 
animal industry. I am now, however, 
examining the way in which the work 
| actually -was done. 
I 
"Before I had received the report of 


j Messrs. Reynolds and Nelll I had di- 
rected that labels placed upon 
any 


package of meat food products should 
state only that the carcass of the ani- 
mal from "which the meat was taken 
had 
been 
Inspected at the time of 
slaughter. 
If inspection of meat food 


products at all stages of preparation 


j is not secured by the passage of legls- 
j lation recommended, I shall feel com- 
j pelled to order that Inspection labels 


and certificates on canned products 
shall not be used hereafter. 


NOT KEPT CLEAN. 


"The report 
shows the 
stockyards 


and packing houses are not kept even 
reasonably clean and that the method 
of handling and preparing food pro- 
ducts Is uncleanly and dangerous to 
health. 
Under existing law the na- 


tional government has no po\%er to 
enforce Inspection of tho many forms of 
prepared meat food products that are 
dally going- from the packing houses 
into interstate commerce. 
Owing to 


an Inadequate appropriation the de- 
partment of agriculture Is not even 
able to place inspectors in all estab- 
lishments desiring that. 
The present 


law prohibits the shipment of unin- 
spected meat to foreign countries, but 
there Is no provision forbidding the 
shipment of uninspected meats In In- 
terstate commerce, and thus the ave- 
nues of interstate commerce are left 
open to traffic in diseased or spoiled 
meats 
If, as has 
been 
alleged on 


seemingly good authority, further evils 
exl.<^, such as the Improper use of 
chemicals and dyes, the government 
lacks power to remedy them. A law is 
neded which will enable the inspectors 
of the general government to Inspect 
and supervise from the hoot to the can 
the preparation of meat food products. 
The evil sems to be much less In the 
sale of dressed carcasses than In the 
sale of canned and other prepared pro- 
ducts. 


INSPECTION. 


In my judgment the expenses of the 


inspection should be paid by a fee lev- 
led on each animal slaughtered. If this 
Is not done, on Insufficient appropri- 
ation and w henever there was no par- 
ticular Interest in the -subject It would 
not be only easy but natural thus to 
make the appropriation Insufficient. If 
It were not for this consideration I 
should favor the government 
paying 


for It. 
The alarm expressed in cer- 


tan quarters concerning this feature 
sboultf be allayed by a realization of 
the fact that in no case, under such a 
law, will the cost of inspection exceed 
nine cents per head.

CONSCIOUS TO LAST. 


Up to the moment of death Senator 


Gorman was conscious. His condition 
during the past week had Improved so 
much that yesterday the family had 
hopes of shortly taking him to 
the 


country. He partook of some nourish- 
ment at 8 o'clock thU morning, but at 
9 o'clock he was seized with a heart 
attack and died In five minutes. 
At 


the bedside were Mrs. Gorman, Miss 
Ada Gorman, 
the senator's eldest 


daughter, and the nurse. 


When the attack came 
physicians 


were sent for, but the senator wan 
dead before they arrived. 


LONG ILLNESS. 


Senator Gorman's Illness 
extended 


over a period of five months. He had 
not left his house since January IS. 
He suffered.' In addition to his heart 
affliction, more or less stomach trou- 
ble. 
A week ago l&at Saturday he 


was seized with a heart attack, and 
it was thought then that he could not 
survive, but he rallied 
and aeemed 


to get much better. Up to late last 


night he was In the best spirits and 
chated with various members of the 
family.

Senator Gorman leaves a widow and 


six children. 


NOTABLE FIGURE. 


Senator Gorman long had been R 


notable figure in the national congress. 
He first took his seat In 1831, 
and

years, and nearly all of that time he 
was the leader of his party 
In 
the 


senate. 
Winning early a reputation 


for sagacity and the keenest Judgment 
In congressional 
affalis, he attained 


prominence not only as a leader In the 
senate, but In the country at large, and 
by many men was considered the most 
available man In his party for the 
presidency. He was chairman of the 
executive committee,

election of Cleveland In 1884. 


HIS 
LEADERSHIP. 


The most notable contest of his con-

that upon his death the brother 
would 
receive

amount of shares to make $500,- 
000. 


CLAIMS MADE. 


The daughter of Asa Stanford 


alleges in her complaint that after 
the death 
of 
Leland 
Stanford 


her aunt, Mrs. Stanford, and At- 
torney Rufsell J. 
Wilson, pre- 


vented her father 
from 
coming 


into the possession of the $500,- 
000 worth of property, and also 
refused to oay the $1000 a month 
allowance.
